ACQUITTED. 


The Jury in the “Colebratea Star-Route 
Trial Render a Verdict of Not Guilty—All 
the Defendants in the alleged Conspin 
acy Declared to be Innocent. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 14. 
“You can ask the jury whether they have 
any communication to make to the Court,” 
said Judge Wylie to the crier when the 

Criminal Court hearing the star-route case 

reassembled this morning. Crier Donald- 

son soon returned with a message that the 
jury desired to communicate with the 

Court. They filed into the court-room, ap- 

parently none the worse for their confine- 

ment. When they were seated the Judge 
said: “Gentlemen of the jury, the Court 
has sent for you for the purpose of inquir- 
ing whether you have any communication 
to make.” The foreman stated that the 
jury bad agreed upon a verdict, and a 
painful silence fell upon the court-room, 
only to be broken by wild shouts of ap- 
lause, when in a clear tone of voice the 
oreman stated the verdict was 
“NOT GUILTY.” 
Immediately the decorum of the court of 
justice was forgotten and cheers resounded 
from all quarters of the crowded floor. 
Mrs. 8. W. Dorsey sprang to her feet, 
slapping her hands, while tears streamed 
down her cheeks, and there were many la- 
lies inthe Court who were silently weep- 
ing. Davidge — asked to have the 
verdict recorded, which was done, while 
the Deputy Marshals were vainly endeav- 
oring to bgp the tumult. S. W. Dorsey 
and Brady were the recipients of warm 
congratulations, and as they left the court- 
room they were greeted with renewed 
cheers by the crowd in front of the City 

Hall. When order had been somewhat re- 

stored by reason of the defendants and 

their friends leaving the room, Judge Wy- 
lie turned to Juror Vernon and asked: 
“Mr. Vernon: how are you this morn- 


ing??? 
Saver Vernon: ‘First-rate, sir.” 
The Court: “I believe we have nothing 


further for the jury to do during the term, 
and the Court is prepared to discharge you 
finally. You have had a laborious task to 
perform in this case. You have been more 
than six months engaged in this trial. 
Many of you have occupations of your 
own which you have been obliged to neg- 
lect during that period, and though your 
verdict of course will create dissatisfaction 
to many, yet having been selected accord- 
ing to the forms of law, and having sworn 
to perform your duties faithfully, the 
Court is bound to presume you have faith- 
performed your duty. If you have done 
so, each one according to the dictates of his 
conscience, that will be a satisfaction to 
you as long as you live. You are therefore 
discharged with the thanks of the Court.” 

In the ante-room and the halls the jury 
was beset by athbrong of interested per- 
sons, prominent among them being the de- 
fendants and Mrs. 8S. W. Dorsey and Mrs. 
Peck, who thanked them for the verdict 
with tears in theireyes. As the forenfan 
reached the sidewalk the large crowd as- 
sembled there burst into tumultuous cheers, 
which was renewed as each juror made his 
way out of the Court-house. 

Ker was the only representative of the 
prosecution in the court when the verdict 
was returned, and Carpenter, Dorsey’s 
counsel, congratulated him as the only one 
of the Government counsel having pluck 
enough to show up in the hour of defeat. 
Ker says he was this morning informed by 
the court officer that Ingersoll had said the 
jury would return a verdict of acquittal. 
He added that the other indictments against 
Brady would be pressed, and that, of 
course, it would be necessary for the Court 
to enter an order setting aside Rerdell’s 
plea of guilty. 

Information gathered from members of 
the jury discloses the fact that several in- 
formal votes were taken in addition to 
those already recorded. A vote on the

Of the jurors who voted 
for acquittal Evans, Lowry, Gill and Re- 
shaw gave as the reason for voting in that 
way they failed to find any proof of the ex- 
istence of a er Juror Sheriff 
(who at first voted for conviction) said that 
inthe minds of some of the jurors there 
was doubt as to the innocence of defend- 
ants, but after consultation jurors felt it tc 
be their duty to resolve that doubt in favor 
of defendants. He thought if the Govern 
ment, with al] its power, in a six months’ 
trial could nat convict a man he ought to be 
acquitted, Sheriff further said that the ex- 
treme length of the trial, the large amount 
of ora) testimony and documentary evi- 
dence in the case and the long arguments 
seemed to have had the effect of befogging 
the minds of the jury, so that they found it 
a difficult matter to reach any firm and 
fixed conviction. 


At the Department of Justice. 

The news of the verdict in the star-coute 
trial reached the Department of Justice 
shortly after ten o’clock this morning, by 
telephone. At the time the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was in consultation with George Bliss. 
When the news was announced he said to 
Bliss: ‘What do you think of that?” 

“T am astonished,” was the reply. 
thought some of the jurors might get mud- 
dled on the conspiracy question, but I did 
not anticipate acquittal.” 

“Well,” said the Attorney-General, “that 
settles it. When twelve men agree the mat- 
ter is settled. I feel satisfied the Govern- 
ment has presented the case in the best 
possible manner.” 

WHAT JURORS SAY. 

Juror Harrigan held alone for conviction 
foralongtime. He says: “I finally came 
to the conclusion that eleven heads were 
better than one, especially when some of 
the others were educated and smart gentle- 
men. A few minutes before we came into 
court I went over because I didn’t feel like 
opposing eleven men, so I gave defendants 
the benefit of the doubt, and voted for ac- 
quittal.” : 

Foreman Crane says the jury voted first 
ou the question as to whether there was 
conspiracy. It was then pro used after 
some discussion to vote upon the guilt or 
innocence of individuals, which of course 
would carry conspiracy with it. “John W. 
Dorsey,” said Crane, “‘headed the list, and 
we acquitted him the first night. Then we 
came to Vaile and acquitted him. Then, I 
think, it stood ten to two on Stephen W 
Dorsey, ten to two and nine to three on 
Miner. That is the way the jury stood up 
to this morning, though I believe there was 
a change of one vote on Stephen W. Dorsey 
last night, making it stand eleven to one ix 
his case.” .

A HORRIBLE AFFAIR. 
Oue Hundred and Ejighty-ceight Children 


Crushed to Death at Sunderland, Eng: 
land, 





Lonpor, June 17. 

A terrible calamity, involving the death 
of 188 children, occurred in Sunderland, 
County Durham, yesterday evening. From 
details received it appears that an enter- 
tainment given in Victoria Hall by a con- 
juror was attended almost altogether by 
children, several thousand being in attend- 
ance. The accident occurred at the close 
of the performance. The body of the hall 
had been entirely cleared of occupants, 
when some 1,200 of the little ones came 
rushing down-stairs from the gallery. At 
the top of the first flight of stairs was a 
goor which opened only twenty inches, and 
thus but one child was permitted to pass 
through atatime. At this point, while the 
mass of children were pushing forward,one 
of them fell and was unable to rise, owing 
to the others crowding.” The result was 
that a at number were pushed down, 
trampled on and suffocated. 

The scene was terrible. No effort could 
stop the mad rush of affrighted children. 
They came on pell-mell, though strangely 
without much shouting, and soon 188 were 
knocked down and suffocated to death by 
others trampling upon them. The greater 
number of the bodies, which were badly 
mangled from trampling, laid seven or 
eight deep. Many of the victims who were 
not killed had the elothing torn from their 
bodies, and this, together with the bleeding 
bodies of the unfertunates, shows the terri- 
ble nature of the struggle. The ages of the 
children known to have been killed ran 
from four to fourteen years. The excite- 
ment in town when the news of the disaster 
spread was terrific. Great crowds rushed 
to the scene until 20,000 persons surrounded 
the hall. The feeling was so intense that the 
authorities ordered out the 6th Infantry tr 
preserve order. The work of getting out 
the bodies begun immediately. They were 
laid out in the hall aud the parents of those 
killed were admitted to identify their chil- 
dren. Most heart-rending scenes trans- 
pired while the identification was in prog- 
ress, mothers of dead children constantly 
uttering piercing shrieks, and many faint- 
ing on discovering the bodies of their little 
ones.

HEAVY RAINS, 


Lowlands Under Water and Railroad 
Traftic Interrupted by Washing Away 
of Tracks and Bridges. 

Sr. JOSEPH, MO., Jure 17. 

The heavy rains yesterday and last night 
have done a great amount of damage to 
railroad tracks in this vicinity. Communi- 
cation by rail is cut off in all directions 
except by the Hannibal east, that being the 
only road running trains. The St. Joseph 
& Western has suffered most, some fort 
bridges being more or less damaged. It is 
thought if trains are running on that road 
within a week it will be doing well. The 
Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs 
track is badly washed away and several 
bridges gone. There have n no trains 
on the Wabash into this city since last 
Friday. All other roads have suffered oon-' 
siderably. The saengerfest grand picnic at 
the exposition grounds today was aban- 
doned on account of the rain. The city is 
full of strangers, whocan not get away un- 
til the railroads are reconstructed. The 
town of Corning, about forty miles north 
of here, on the Kansas City, St. Joseph & 
Council Bluffs Railroad, and also noar the 
Missouri River, is overflowed and many 
inhabitants rendered homeless. A number 
of houses were swept away entirely, and 
others are surrounded by water.

High water at Kansas City. 
Kansas City, June 17. 

The blockade on the railroads east and 
north is almost complete to night, no trains 
being able to get out except on the Mis- 
souri Pacific. The Alton was able to take 
its passengers by trasferring at a washout 
near the city. The roads west of the B. 
and M. are abandoned; others are not in- 
terrupted. The river here is 20 and 6-10 
feet above low water mark at midnight. 
Reports state a large portion of the bottom 
land below here are overflowed and serious 
damage is done which will be very greatly 
increased by any further rise in the river. 
The June rise is about due, and if it comes 
now with the present stage of water the 
loss will be very heavy. The water now 
encroaches upon Harlem, opposite the city. 

High Water at Pattonsburg. 
PATTONSBURG, MO., June 17. 

Our citizens are all excitement over the 
high waters here to-day. Big Creek is the 
highest ever known. The Wabash Railroad 
dump is all that keeps it from overflowing 
the whole town. The east end of town is 
already overflowed and it is feared that the 
water will break through the dump, in 
which case it will flood the city. All per- 
sons living north of the Wabash track have 
abaudoned their homes to the flood. The 
water is standing from fifteen to thirty 
inches on the floors. The creek, is about on 
a stand, but Grand River is rising rapidly. 

Damaging Rains in Kansas. 
SENECA, KANS., June 17. 

Another heavy rain fell in this section 
fast night. The river to-day was the high- 
est known since 185859. The road-bed 
of the St. Joe & Western Railroad across 
the bottom east of townis all washed away, 
and reports of the condition of the track 
both east and west are discouraging. In 
Seneca the water ran full current down the 
main street, and many stores and cellars 
are filled with water. The sidewalks are 
badly dimaged. Lightning struck one 
house iu town during the storm. The rain 
has done immense damage . > corn, washing 
away acres on bottom farms. 

Struck by Lightning. 
MARINE, ILL., June 17. 

Last evening during a severe thunder 
storm and heavy rainfall the tower of the 
German Lutheran Church was struck by 
lightniag. One side was completely torn 
oan pa the shingles scattered to the 
wind. So terrific was the shock as to throw 
some of the timbers far into the streets. A 
corner of the brick .wall was badly shat- 
tered. An estimate of the damage is not 
obtained, but will be considerable.

The Dollar of 1804. 


In the recent sales at Bangs’, in New 
York, the most valuable specimen sold 
was a silver dollar of 1804, which 
brought $740. It was a well-preserved 
coin, and was pronounced genuine by 
experts. There has been some discus- 
sion among collectors as to the 1804 
dollar recently, and it has been asserted 
that some of the coins bearing that date 
and prized by proud owners had been 
altered by clever manipulation from 
earlier dates. It was said also that ab- 
solute counterfeits had been placed in 
the hands of collectors by designing 
persons, and that the really genuine 
1804's could be counted on the fingers 
of one hand. The dollar of 1804 weighed 
412} grains. The coin that was sold in 
New York belonged to a Baltimore col- 
lector, and has been for some time in 
the hands of a well-known Philadel- 
phia numismatist. It is said to have 
come from Vienna, but how it found its 
way there no one is able to tell.- It is 
in splendid condition. The price ex- 
pected was at least $1,500 (some pre- 
dicted $2,000), but it is probable that 
recent publications relative to restrikes 
and alterations weakened to some ex- 
tent the confidence of collectors Aec- 
cording to the best authorities there was 
more than one restrike of the 1804 dol- 
lar. One was made by an employe,and 
the coins were recovered with the ex- 
ception of two. What became of these 
is not known. They were distinguished 
from the genuine by not having letter- 
ing on theiredges. Another restrike 
was made some time in 1840 at the re- 
quest of the Pennsylvania Bank, one of 
whose foreign customers wanted to 
complete his: collection.
